There is political trouble in Adams.

These politicians are not feeling that

The cause of all this trouble is that the 


limit of time prescribed by law for mak- 
ing representative nominations has passed 
and no nominations have been made by 
any party there. A vacant Adams seat in 
the legislative hall at Boston is looming 
up like a nightmare to disturb the citi- 
zens of Adams. 


"What shall we do?" and "Where ar» 


we at?" is the cry in Adams today. 


No nominations of any party have been 


made and it is difficult to see how any 
representative vote can be cast, for there 
can not be any scratching done for an 
office when there ara no .names on a 
ticket, and there is no representative 
ticket presented. 


The Republicans of the Second Berk- 


shire district were to hold their represen- 
tative convention this afternoon, and the 
Democrats were to do likewise on Mon- 
day. The election laws direct that the 
representative nominations shall be filed 
in Boston not later than the third Thurs- 
day before election day and nomination 
papers must be filed not later than the 
third Friday before election day. This 
opportune time has passed. The final 
days of salvation were Thursday and 
Friday of this week. 


The Republican convention in Adams 


this afternoon will convene as a commit- 
tee of the whole to answer the question 
"Where are we at?" and to consider 
"How foolish we are." This convention 
means to find some loop hole in the law 
by which to escape. The Democrats will 
do likewise Monday, and follow the Re- 
publican's action today 


The case now looks as if there would a 


vacancy in the Adams district in the leg- 
islature, and when {that body convenes in 
January a special election will be ordered 
to fill the vacancy. In the meantime the 
politicians at Adams will probably re- 
solve not to go to sleep again, and keep 
closer watch of the election and caucus 
laws.

HARD TIMES AND POLITICS. 


A Lecture Under the Auspices of the So- 


ciails': Laber Party. 


Herbert N. Casson, founder of the Labor 


church of Lynn, delivered an address last 
night in St. Jean Baptiste hall, Bank 
ptreet, under the auspices of the Socialist 
| (f.bor party. 
His subject was "Hard 
\ jmes and Politics," and he began by 
/ /ying the Socialist meetings throughout 
the state are increasing in attendance, 
which shows a growing interest in the 
movement. 


Mr. Casson spoke of the great changes 


that have taken place in this country in 
fifty years, bringing into our social system 
the very rich and the Tory poor. Fifty 
years ago this country was looking for 
men, 
now there are two and one-half 


millions of men waiting for the next job. 
Wealth has increased in a few hands till 
today fifty men can paralyze business and 
bring on a panic. 
Business is tending 


more and more toward monopoly and 
free competition has been almost de- 
stroyed. There has been a revolution in 
the last thirty years. The supplanting of 
hard labor by machinery is revolution. 
Mr. Casson argued that machinery pulls 
down the price of labor and that working- 
men are now compelled to compete not 
only with machinery, but with women 
and children. 
If machinery did not 


cheapen labor it would not be used. 


A man as a man counts for nothing in 


America today, said Mr. Casson. More 
men are being killed by machinery, 
by the cars and other industrial appli- 
ances than were killed in battle during 
the war, and the people are not concerned 
about it. In the large cities you will see 
crowds of men at the railroad 
yards 


waiting fora brakemanto be injured or 
killed, when they will rush pell mell to 
get his job. If you want to know what 
you weigh in the social scale throw in 
your pocketbook. 
You will find you 


weigh just what that does, and no more. 
It is wealth, not worth, that counts in 
this country. 


Mr. Casson advocated as a means of re- 


lief from present conditions a cutting 
loose from the old political parties and 
the adoption of the socialistic idea, which 
is that all business shonld be done by the 
people, the same as the postoffloe is con- 
ducted. The postoflice is not run for 
profit, but purely for the benefit of the 
people, and the socialists believe that 
other business shovld be conducted on a 
similar plan and not for the enrichment 
of individuals. 


The speaker bore down severely on the 


last legislature for appropriating (150,000 
for the extermination of the gypsy moth 
—"by hunting" he called it—while peo- 
ple '•were crowded into tenements like 
sheep and actually starving in some parts 
of Boston. This he held up as showing 
how little the leading political parties 
care for the common people. He charged 
the Republican and Democratic parties 
with being the tools of corporations, and 
held up the Socialist-Labor party as the 
gateway from bondage to freedom.

a whole demands. It in urged that the 
laws of nature plainly call for a division 
of labor and responsibility between the 
sexes and that equality does not require 
similarity of function. Attention is called 
to the fact that women have had but little 
experience in private trust or corporation 
business affairs, a condition of things not 
due to laws but to other causes, and so 
long as this fact remains it is not to be ex- 
pected that the combined vote of women

Do the women of Massachusetts want to 


vote. From the regitsration in the state

WANTS ALUN SIGHT, 


Great Britain's Greed Plainly Shown 


In the Venezuelan Affair. 


Americans Do Not Propose to 


' Abandon Concessions. 


An Important Matter Rapidly Assuming a Most 


Acute Phase. 


NKW YOBK, Oct. 19.—William N. Sat- 


ford, counsel for the Orinoco company— 
the American syndicate which controls 
the Venezuelan concessions—makes plain 
the position now being'assumed by tho 
Orinoco company. 


"Tho company," l>e said, "proposes to 


work its concessions without delay. It 
will send prospectors along the line of 
Imutacu mountains, whose foothills are 
supposed to bo ample in gold mines. That 
territory is of course in the company's 
concessions and has always been marked 
so On the map. But now that there Is a 
prospect of gold there, Great Britain steps 
in and claims it. Arrangements are be- 
ing made to send our men there to de- 
velop 
the company's concessions—not 


with any intent to start a controversy— 
but to assert the company's rights. Be- 
sides the mines there are tither properties 
in the concessions awaiting development. 


"Great Britain refers to the Sohomburk 


line, but the fact is she has gone beyond 
that. This line is purely imaginary. Sir 
Robert Schomburk visited Venezuela in 
1840, and, starting at Point Barema, merely 
drew a line southward on the map. It is 
susceptible of proof that ho never sur- 
vcj-ed the land at all. The Venezuelan 
government has conclusive evidence that 
he made no survey. 


"In 1859 Great Britain asserted that it 


had no intention to occupy or,usurp dis- 
puted territory, nor could it brook any 
aggression, etc. Tho inference was that 
a neutral attitude was to be maintained. 
So matters went until 1»85. In that year 
rich gold fields, now yielding $4,000,000 a 
year, were discovered west of the Schom- 
burk line, between the Giuimia and 
Pivramau rivers. They are known as the 
Barema gold fields, and are 50 to 60 miles 


West of the Schomburk Line. 


"Nevertheless, Great Britain promptly 


(stepped in and claimed that territory. 
And so she has gono on since, claiming 
land wherever gold has been discovered. 
The Orinoco company claims those gold 
fields as being in its concession, and pro- 
poses to stand up for its perfectly clear 
title to them." 


Just what Great Britain covets is made 


plain by the following facts: Land grant 
including over 14.0JO.OOO acres of the 
richest land in the world, was conceded to 
C. G. Fitzgerald by the government of 
Venezuela on Sept. 22, 1883. The conces- 
sions came later Into the possession of the 
Manoa sompaoy—composed of American 
capitalists. A few weeks ago the Manoa 
company held a meeting in the Astor 
House in New York. The meeting was 
for tho purpose of turning over tho lease 
of the concessions to the Orinoco company. 
This last corporation was organized re- 
cently under the laws of (he state of 
Washington. 
It will issue $2j,000,000 


worth of bonds to develop the concessions. 


On June 18 last President Crespo re- 


affirmed the lenso held by the Manoe com- 
pany. 
. 
i 


The lands covered by the lease hold a 


practically inexhaustible deposit of as- 
phalt, Vast gold and other mineral fields 
and mahogany forests. These lands are 
worth millions upon millions. 


In Question For Years. 


For years the dispute respecting the 


boundary line in Venezuela between that 
country and Great Britain has dragged 
along in tedious diplomatic intercourse. 
The question as>to Great Britain's claim 
of Venezuelan territory has never been 
settled decisively. 
Steadily the British 


have encroached upon Venezuelan lands 
until now they are actually claiming 7,000 - 
000 acres' of valuable gold mining country, 
the concessions of which have been granted 
by the Venezuela1!! government to a syndi- 
cate composed o( American citizens. 


Great Britain has advanced her agfrrcs- 


slve claims wherever laud of value has 
been discovered. It is precisely this fact 
and the determination of the United 
States syndicate to uphold its rights to its 
concessions that promise to bring about 
grave complications very shortly. 


In the first place, Uni«ed States prospec- 


tors, miners and workmen will soon be at 
work actively on the very ground claimed 
by the British. Secondly, the Venezuelan 
government, it was learned yesterday, has 
been quietly supplying itself with modern 
artnancut. Amoue other supplies, 10 im- 
proved Maxim guns have been ordered 
from Europe. It is true General Crespo, 
President of Venezue'a, did not order them 
directly. It is doubtful whether the Enu- 
llah firm that manufactured them kuew 
tlielr destination. 
They were ordered 


from this country with instructions to bu 
sent to an exporting house in New York 


The f.icts bear out tho supposition that 


Venezuela is determined to resist aggres- 
sion to the last and prove that the ciliyens 
of the United States who hold tho concus- 
sions in Venezuela are resolved to assert 
their rights immediately. 


What the British will do when a largo 


force of American workingmen proceed to 
develop the territory claimed by them is 
the very latest interesting problem and 
•ne which carries with it grave results.

will of all White Ribbon women: 


1. Direct legislation, the initiative and 


the referendum in all national, state and 
local matters; the imperative mandate 
and proportional representation. 2. When 
any brunch of legitimate business be- 
comes a monopoly in the hands of a fe\v 
against the interests of the many, that in- 
dustry should be taken possession of, on 
jmt terms, by the municipality, the state 
or the nation, and administered by the 
people. 3. The election of president and v' ce 
president and of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people, and also of all 
civil ofliceisST far as practicable. 4. Equal 
suffrage without distinction of sex. 5. As 
the land is tho rightful heritage of the peo- 
ple, no tenure should bs held without use 
and occupancy. 6. Prohibition of the 
liquor traffic for beverage purposes and 
governmental 
control of the sale for 


medicinal, scientific and mechanical uses. 
7. Ail money—paper, gold and silver- 
should be issued by the national govern- 
ment only, and made legal tender for all 
payments, public or private on future con- 
tracts,, and in amounts adequate to t.he de- 
mands of business. 8. Tho free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of IB to 1.

fU'iition meeting held in Music hall last 
r. :_'lit. was 
interrupted by an episode 


which, while it lasted, was one of tho 
moit cicitiiijt ever known at a political 
meeting in this cily. It is claimed that 
ilininU'iTiiption was part of a deliberate 
plan, of \vhiuh intimation was given be- 
fore hand, to stampede the audience Viv 
calling for Sonntnr ("ieorgc F. Iluiir n:ul 
Congressman Elijah A. Morse, neither ot 
whom, u was nlh-gud, iniuld be permitted 
by the management to ^ppfik. 


The meeting WR.S ab'Mit half through 


when, us Lieutenant Governor Woleott 
linislifd speaking, some ouo in the gallery 
called for Senator Hoar. A hundred voices 
replied in a shout tor Congressman Morse. 
For the nerl flvo minutes tho hull was 
iil'icd with n babel ot voltes, inli'i'iiiinglcd 
with the strains of tho band—which w is iv- 
tiuc-itetl to piny— The vigorous novmcUng of 
the presiding officer's p-;ivcl ami tlio MJCI- 
frrous efforts of m.isiy of the spectators to 
quid tho turbulent ones. 


A length tin1 i>re^idin*5 officer made him- 


si-lf licaitl, uud afur some minutes order 
w.<s restored. The o^ciitciiji-nt throughout 
the hall wink-tl'o opposing erics swelled 
to the very roof wn-i jntcn-c.uinl Congress- 
man Bu".cit, llip prv.iiding officer, vigor- 
ouj-U* coii'knmod th'j action, after the di&- 
tiu liance hud subsided. The meeting then 
settled down, and the proceedings were 
not n^ain niti'rrni.ied. 


It was oijiini' d liy several in the audi- 


ence th.it although Senator Hoar had been 
announced a* a speaker he had subse- 
quently been requested by tho manage- 
ment'not fo appeal1, and, also, that Con- 
Kri'rfsnir 
ll'jah A. Morse had asked per- 


misMon to speak, but h.ul been refused. 
Senator Hoar and Congressman Morse 
represent opposite sides of the A. P. A. 
question in the Republican party, Mr. 
Morso championing the cause and Senator 
Hoar opposing the organisation. 


The hall w.is crowded to the very doors, 


while the platform liuld a large number 
of prominent members of the party, in- 
cluding T. C Evans, the author of the 
famous A. P. A letters to Senator Hoar. 
Mr. Evans led in three cheers for Lieutcn- 
aut Governor Woleott at the conclusion 
of the lieutenant governor's speech. 


The Speeches. 


The governor said-: ''The campaign has 


been in progress two weeks, and we 
know something of what our opponents 
clnim. 
There is something familiar 


about the words lobby, corporations and 
the governor's council, all of which issues 
they have again brought out. 
I have 


been about the state considerably during 
the past month, aud the thinking, reason- 
able men believe in what they think is an 
honest attempt at a fair administration. 
They believe if there arc any flagrant 
evils that the administration will make 
an honest attempt to remove those evils. 
I welcome any suggestion of good that 
will benefit tiie commonwealth. 
We want 


all the improvement we can get in all 
branches of the government. 


"Parties are judged more frequently not 


by what they do when in a minority, but 
what they do in their hour of triumph. 
The people desire tho stroug hand of tho 
Republican party in making tho flag re- 
spected at home and abroad. They believe 
in a sturdy attorney general rather than 
in a visionary solicitor general. They be- 
lieve in ousiuess methods, aud if wrongs 
exist the courts are open and the legisla- 
tive doors are wide to receive any com- 
plaints. 


"Speeches are of little consequence 


where the action is lined out in all its sin- 
cerity. Lot the spirit of the Republican 
party be broad, and let not the principles 
of our forefathers, founded on Plymouth 
Rock, be weakened. We must remember 
that duty means diligence." 


Lieutenant Governor tyolcott 


was the next speaker, and dwelt on the 
pi-eat benefit which Massachusetts de- 
rived from her many commissions, which 
looked after the corporations in a most 
vigorous manner. Tho speaker said that 
he had always maintained that after a 
reasonable return for the capital invested 
the corporations should hand back to the 
community the proceeds of its thrift, 
oithcr by reduced oar fares, more frequent 
trains on railroads, lower rales for gas 
and electric light and other benefits to tho 
public. The speaker paid a glowing trili- 
utetothe integrity of tho railroad com- 
mission as well as other commissions of 
the state, aud when he said that Massa- 
chusetts was proud of her public schools 
the cheering lasted fully two minutes. 


The interruption already mentioned oc- 


curred at the conclusion of Lieutenant 
Governor AVolcott's speech. When quiet 
was restored, Attorney General Kuowlton 
was introduced. He sketched tho history 
of the now famous solicitor general, and 
said that it was one of tho* royal offices 
established in this country under British 
rule, previous to the revolution. Only 
one officer ever held this position under 
colonial rule, and after he resigned noth- 
ing more was heard of the office till the 
present time. 
The attorney general 


touched upon national issues, and his men- 
tion of Thomas B. Reed as the next candi- 
date for president created unbounded en- 
thusiasm. The Hist speaker was 


Curtis Guild, Jr. 


Mr. Guild said: ''We meet to endorse

Official Trial Trip. 


BOSTOS, Oct. 19.—Tho battleship Indiana 


made her official speed trial yesterday ovei 
the government ocean course, 81 knots 
•nstward from Cape Ann aud return, and 
thawed an average speed of 15.31 knots an 
hour, which, if not decreased by the tide 
allowance, will entitle the Cramps, her 


builders, to a bonus of $50,000. 
Tho 


ship was required to show a speed of only 
15 knots, while for every quarter knot 
above that requisite the firm Is entitled to 
f '.•.->,001. At I he cud of the run the Indiana 
had shown herself to be the finest vessel 
of hor class afloat. 


Notwithstanding the fact that she had 


her trial practicaliy in fighting trim, the 
batt leshlp did not roll even in tho slight- 
est ilogrei.-, which is denned wonderful by 
the naval experts who wore on board. It 
has even been necessary in tho cases of 
several foreign battleships to mid to their 
bilge ki'ols in order to prevent them from 
rolling to the danger point during their 
trials." Another remarkable incident ut- 
tcndiug yesterday's run was the fact thnt 
the Indiana made her fastest time on the 
last leg of tho course, doing tho 0.2 knots 
in 'Km. -i9s., or nt an average speed of 
10 34 knots, developing over 11,000 horse 
power, and winding up her splendid per- 
formauoo by making a complete turn in- 
side of iOO yards.

APERSDNALNABRATIVE 


Of John Sherman's Forty Years' Ex- 


perience Iii National Politics. 


Intrigues aad Bickerings Are 


Shown In True Light. 


Some Highly Interesting Extracts From the 


Statesman's New Book. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—"John Sherman's 


Recollections of Forty Years in the House, 
Senate and Cabinet," just published in 
this oily, reveals tho intrigues, the jeal- 
ousies and the traitorous knife-thrusts of 
tho last half century ot American state- 
craft. 


Tho fear thnt the venerable senator 


would reveal srcrets long kept from 1ho 
public in his forthcoming work ha? been 
to an extent realized. 
Grant, Garfleld, 


Blaine, Arthur, Harrison and other Re- 
publican leaders arc spoken of with uu- 
stintpd praise for tlu'ir high personal 
worth or sin,n>siruuishlp, but each is in 
guarded and covert language shown in the 
less commemluUc lipht of suborning poli- 
ticians. Tho criticism is almost Invariably 
implied rather than direct, but it stands 
out clearly in the work as a whole. 


Owlns to 1,lie expectation thnt the work 


would be in a measure sensational, and tho 
anxiety loll in diplomatic circles over its 
forthcoming, frequent 
effort has been 


to gain information regarding its contents, 
but todny, for the first time, a resume of 
Mr. Sherman's autobiography is presented. 
As anticipated, the feature of the book 
is its extreme frankness, the style in which 
Mr. Sherman lias expressed himself show- 
ing the statesman rather than the profes- 
sional bookmaker. 


The work is marked by clear-nut sen- 


tences and blunt expressions of opinion, 
and but, little attempt at literary grace la 
mado. The book is very evidently in- 
tended by the aul hor as an exposition ot 
the financial policy of the Republican 
party, which to n great extent is his own. 


Owing to the close association of Mr. 


Sherman and James A. Garfleld, the crit- 
icism of the nomination of the latter for 
President of the United States is perhaps 
one of tho most striking features of the 
boob. The author very significantly makes 
it plain that Mr. Garfleld was nominated 
at a convention to which ho hau gone as 
trusted leader of the Sherman forces. 
After showing that Mr. Garfleld was in 
reality his political protege, Mr. Sherman 
gives in detail tho history of the national 
convention of 1880. Following the account 
of his own struggle for the nomination, he 
says: 
His Feelings Hurt. 


In time I became thoroughly advised of 
what occurred n* the Chicago convention and 
liadbscome entirely reeoj^k'd to the result, 
though frequently afterward I heard incidents 
and details which occasioned me groat -pain 
and which seemed to establish the wiuit of sin- 
cerity ou tho part of some of the delegates, 
and tended to show that for some time before 
the meeting ot the convention the nomination 
of General Garfield had been agreed upon. 


The sting felt by Garfleld's defection in 


1880 
is inadvertently shown by a senti- 


ment expressed during the discussion of 
the national convention of 1893, where tho 
senator remarks: 
' 


Prom later dcvelopfnetiti I became satisfied 


that Harrison could ix>t be elected, that Platt 
and u powerful Slew Yurlr^nnupnce would de- 
feat him it nominated. I therefore preferred 
the nomination of a new man, such as William 
McKinlcy, but he-had committed himself to 
Harrison, and. according to my code of honor, 
could not accept a nomination even if tendered 
him. 
(' 
When it was reinembered that Blaine 


was also a candidate for the presidency be- 
fore the cotiventwn that nominated Gar- 
fleld, the significance of tl»j lollowiug ex- 
planation on the part of Senator Sherman 
of why he was not reappointod by Presi- 
dent Garfield as secrctasy of the treasury 
Is readily undetsfcood: ''' 


In the lattjor; part of November, 1830, G-eneral 
Garftel.1 came to Washington and called upon 
Mr. Blaine, who, it *as understood, was to be 
secretary of state. €rarflold came to my house 
directly from Blainoisand informed me that h« 
had tendered that omco to Blaine and that it 
•was accepted. He said Blaine thought it would 
not be politics to' continue as secretary of the 
treasury, a-* it would be regarded as an un- 
friendly discrimination by other members of 
Hayes1 cabinet. I promptly replied that I 
agreed with the opinion of Blaine, and was a 
candidate for Ihe senate. 


Again the author reverts to the Chicago 


convention in discussing the character of 
President Garfleld. 
Of his personality 


and eloquence, he speaks In the highest 
terms. His will power, hs says, was not 
up to his personal magnetism. He adds 
that his opinion changed easily. 


Political Corruption. 


Speaking of the political scheming that 


again resulted in the defeat of the Ohio 
statesman in the national convention of 
1888, Mr. Sherman says that he became 
satisfied that one delegate from New York 
controlled the entire delegation from that 
state, and between Saturday night, when 
the nomination seemed certain to go to 
Sherman, and Monday morning, when the 
tide turned in favor of Harrison, a corrupt 
bargain was made in the interests of the 
latter, which secured him the support of 
New York and gave him the nomination. 
Continuing, the author states: "It is to 
the credit of General Harrison to say that 
if the reputed bargain was made, it was 
without his consent at the time." 


On the eve of another national cam- 


paign, in which ex-President Harrison is 
expected to figure prominently, Mr. Sher- 
man does not hesitate to state that in 1892 
he did not consider Harrison a strong 
candidate. To his cold and abrupt man- 
ner ho attributes his unpopularity at that 
time. 


Space is devoted by the author to an ac- 


count of the important events of each ad- 
ministration. 
In this connection Mr. 


Sherman lays bare many of the jealousies, 
political bickerings and clash of am- 
bitions that disturb the harmony of the 
party in power. Of Grant's administra- 
tion, he says it was a period of scandal 
and slander. Perhaps the severest criticism 
of General Grant's statesmanship is found 
in the following extract from Mr. Sher- 
man's work: 


During the entire period of Grant's admin- 
istration I was chairman of the committee of 
finance of the senate, and had to act upon all 
questions of taxation, debt, banking or nuance, 
and had occasion to talk with the presidcjit 
upon such measures, but he rarely expressed 
any opinion or took any interest in them. 


At the age o£ 72 years, Senator Sherman 


recalls i hi> affair over the attempt to re- 
move Chester A. Arthur from tho col- 
lectorshlp of the ,port of New York with 
much feeling. Arthur is shown up in an 
unenviable Unlit, and the attitude of 
Roscoe Conklmg toward the president is 
caustically commented upon. The former's 
nomination as vioe nresidsan. the Ohio 
nauwnran says. wa» i<hu wn:iu jf Conn- 
ling to annoy President Hayes. 


Throughout that part of the work relatr 


Ing to President Hayes, Mr. Sherman 
speaks in the highest praiso of the chief 
executive of the nation. 


There is less of a personal narrative in

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 19.—The reforms 


ore not, properly speaking, the granting of 
fresh privileges so much as recapitulating 
and providing for the regular administra- 
tion of already existing codes, affecting 
tho well-being of Moslems as well as Chris- 
tians. The Armenians consider that the 
concessions arc illusory, and Turkish offi- 
cials admit that they were wrung from the 
porte under violent pressure. The Turks 
are most furious, and many competent 
observers do not hesitate to predict a crisis 
loading to revolt and bloodshed, compared 
with which the Armenian troubles would 
be Insignificant.

A 
general row aud promiscuous shooting 
followed. 


His Accounts Wore Mixed. 


PiTTSBrjno, Oct. 19.—.T. C. Schafer, Jr., 


a well-known carriage manufacturer, shot 
and killed himself yesterday. 
He was 


president of a building and loan associa- 
tion, and a shortage in his accounts dis- 
covered Thursday was the cause of tho 
suicide. He luixUpromised to make resti- 
tution yesterday. 


Sunk In Collision. 


SAULT STE. MARK, Mich., Oct. 19.—The 


steel steamer America, bound up, coal 
laden, was sunk in collision witli the 
steamer W. II. Gilbert in the Soo river 
yesterday. The America was valued at 
$180,000. The Gilbert was apparently un- 
injured. All of the crew of the America 
escaped injury. 


Rupture Anticipated. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. P., Oct. 19.—It is the 


general belief that the board of revenue 
are arranging to withdraw tho smuggling 
prosecutions from before the court and to 
adjudicate upon them themselves. There 
is serious dissension in the government 
ranks, and a rupture is shortly expected. 


Complaint From England.

family.

posed to be returned by the shareholders.

LONDON, Oct. 19. -W. H. Sherwood and 


J. A. Wilson, both actors in the "Old 
Kentucky" company, were remanded at 
Blackburn yesterday, on the charge of 
having stabbed a laborer. 


Horses Bolted. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 19.—Governor Chapleau's 


horses ran away with him yesterday and 
was thrown violently to tho ground. He 
was picked up unconscious, but is not 
dangerously hurt. 


Will Probably Be Needed. 


MADRID, Oct. 19.—The government is 


preparing to send a stroug fleet to Cuba 
directly any American government recog- 
nizes the Cubans as belligerents.
